PITTSBURG LANDING 

By the time you read this, 
our IAttlefield Battery will be 
in Southern Tennessee partici- 
pating in the 125th Anniversary 
Reenactment of the Battle of 
Pittsburg landing (Shiloh to 
our Yankee friends). ^ , .. 

U.S. Grant was encamped 125 
years ago on the Tenn. River 
around Pittsburg Landing. The 
Southerners marched out of Cor- 
inth, Miss., the first part of 
April to give them battle. Due 
to inclement weather the attack 
did not begin until early a. m. 
on Sunday, 6 April 1862. The 
momentum seemed with the Con- 
federates, but it slowed and 
the Union troops rallied around 
a sunken road and dense thicket 
( "Hornet ■ s Nest M ) . Tragedy 
struck; in the early p.m. Albert 
S. Johnston was fatally wounded 
P.G.T. Beauregard brought 62 
cannon to bear on the Federals 
who finally surrendered. Mean- 
while Grant had had time to 
fashion a line near the river. 
At twilight, the fighting was 
suspended. 

During the night Grant was 
reenforced and the Union forces 
counter-attacked early the next 
morning steadily pushing the 
boys in gray. Late in the p.m. 
Beauregard ordered a with- 
drawal. 

The first great bloody bat- 
tle cost, staggering casualty 
to tals: Union - 13,W? killed, 
wounded and captured; Confede- 



rates - 10,694 killed, wounded 
and captured. Grant ' s army, 
though bloodied, had withstood 
the wrath of the Confederates, 
and the CSA had lost a very im- 
portant military leader in the 
person of A. S. Johnston.
